revision of the present parking 
policy. That vote was also a folir 
to four tie between the two 
factions with I mbinder again 
breaking the tie. According to 
committee rules, the chairperson 
is permitted to vote only in case of 
a tie. 

The rate increases are based on 
a 6.7 “rate of return, on in- 
vestment” to the University. This 
rate of return and what parking 
Idts it should apply to became the 
main points of discussion at the 
parking committee meeting. 

Student representatives at the 
meeting said the “rate of return" 
was profit for GW. Jonathan 
Fraade, GWUSA vice-president 
for financial affairs, said the 
University already received 
"unrealized (not cash) profits 
from the appreciation of the value 
of the land where the surface lots 
are located.” 

I- in binder insisted the 
University would realize a cash 
profit from land holdings only 
when “the University sells the 
land.” Committee members, 
however, agreed this was not 
likely to happen. 

The faculty and administration 
representatives said they felt some 
"rate of return” had to be 
recommended to make the 
parking proposal realistic. 

faculty representative to the 
committee. Raymond Fox, said 
“It makes sense for us to make 
recommendations jjiat the Ad 
ministration can accept " I ox 
added. "If we don’t puss 
.something, something will be 
forced on us."

The GW Parking Com 
mittcc voted five to four, 
Friday **jo send a recom^ 
mendation for a 16.6 percent 
increase in parking r^tes next 
year for students, faculty, and 
staff to University President 
T.loyd H. Cll'iott for final 
disposition. 

In addition, parking rates for 
visitors would increase 15 percent 
if the recPmme'ndation is ap- 
proved 

Under the proposed rate hikes, 
the monthly parking rate for 
students would increase from $45 
to $5.1 for 3 he 1980-81 fiscal year. 
The daily.rate would increase $.25 
over the present rates. 

Faculty and staff rates would 
increase proportionally Monthly 
rates would go from $10 to $35 
per month Daily faculty staff 
rales would also increase $.25. 

The vote to recommend the 
higher parking rates was split 
between the faculty and ad 
ministration representatives and 
student representatives on the 
board, four-to-fotir. Committee 
chairperson. John C. Finbindcr, 
GW assistant treasurer for 
business and procurement, voted 
to, break the tie in favor of the 
higher rates.

Several speakers i)t The rally 
‘said’the higher rates of thyroid 
deficient res recenj I y discovered in 
the Harrisburg area are directly

The rally was one of many 
nation-wide this weekend, in- 
cluding one Saturday a mile from 
the TMI site in Harrisburg, at 
tended by about 30 GW students. 

Keith Madden, an American 
University student who attended 
the Harrisburg -rally, said ap 
proximately 1 5,000 “very spirited 
and diverse” demonstrators 
gathered at the protest attended 
by well-known singers I.inda 
Ronstadt and Pete Seeger 

Sapp said, “The traditional 
forces are recognizing that 
students as a separate entity can 
pull their own weight and take 
action” on sensitive political 
topics such as nuclear power. 

SNF sponsored films, a slide 
show and a benefit concert as part 
of last week’s activities com- 
memorating the TMI accident. In 
addition, the group manned a 
table in the Marvin Center and 
distributed black armbands as a 
symbol of opposition to nuclear 
power. 


from the PFPCO building to the 
White House for an emotional 
but peaceful rally. 

"In general the Washington 
community, U not aware' of this 
(the PFPCO funding issue)," 
Jane Horvath, an organizer of the 
rally from SNF. 

Horvath commented. "The 
student movement (against 
nUcledr power) has an enormous 
advantage in that it can reach out 
to labor, reach out to minorities, 
(and) to each other." 

"This is not a radical issue.” 
Teresita Fcrrera, a GW student 
and one of the seven speakers at 
(he rally, said, “but an issue that 
concerns all of humankind 
everywhere.” She addcd,”We are 
fighting multi-national cor- 
porations and a government that 
is so controlled by them that they 
don’t give a damn about whether 
we live or die.” 

Ada Sanchez, a speaker at the 
rally from the Coalition for a 
Non-Nuclear World, talked about 
the dangers of nuclear power to 
American Indians. Navajo in- 
dians "Have the coal, the oil and 
the uranium on their land and 
they (the nuclear industry) are 
going to kill every last one of

Earlier yesterday, more than 30 
people demonstrated at the 
Potomac Fnergy Power Com- 
pany (PFPCO) facility near GW. 
According to Sapp, PFPCO and 
several other power companies 
nation-wide raised their rates to 
pay for the clean-up of the TMI 
facility.

In an attempt to increase donations, SAO has established a system 
where individuals, organizations, residence hall floors or groups of 
students can sign up as a team to donate blood; the group donating the 
most pints will receive a prize, according to a letter written by SAO 
Assistant Director Gary Salussolia and distributed throughout the C»W 
community. 

The prize consists of a keg of beer, five gallons of non-alcoholic 
punch, a case of pretzels and a case of potato chips. 

Persons wishing to donate blood are requested to make an ap- 
pointment at the SAO office since walk-in donors will not be accepted.

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Draft registration bill stalled in House committee 


“1 think ultimately that the 
President 'will get what he 
wants,” Mills said, although he 
added Carter “has not made a 
compelling case for pre- 
mobilization.”

Housing and Urban Dcvlopment 
and Independent Agencies is also 
considering re-introducing 
registration in the Senate. Bob 
Mills, staff member, said the 
committee will await discussion 
on the measure until after a draft 
bill is received from the House. 


The staff member said he feels 
that ‘‘within the next few weeks” 
the committee will succeed, 
despite stern opposition, in 
transferring funds for registration 
and subsequently will vote in 
favor of Carter’s proposal 
A spokesperson for the White 
House said the President is 
‘‘optimistic that the legislation 
will still be passed.” The 
spokesperson added that the 
“stalling” on the proposal is 
based on funding problems, not 
on merit. * ' 

The Senate Subcommittee on 


Students expecting to make 
appointments to visit the post 
office this summer to register for 
the draft should not confirm their 
plans yet, since President Carter’s 
proposal to reinstitute draft 
registration has been stalled in the 
House Appropriations Com- 
mittee. 

The committee, which is 
deciding whether to allocate the 
$13 million in funds Carter is 
requesting to resume registration, 
delayed action on the proposal 
when members cancelled a 
committee meeting Thursday. 


The meeting was cancelled 
because the committee ‘‘needs to 
figure out a satisfactory way to 
transfer money to the selective 
service system from somewhere in 
the defense department,” a 
committee staff member said. 

A recent House resolution 
stated no additional funds can be 
allocated for this fiscal year. New 
programs, therefore, must be 
financed by re-dircctmg funds 
from other programs inside the 
appropriate department or 
agency, according to the 
resolution. 
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GWUSA carpool to start next fall 
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their Fall semester schedule can 
submit the necessary information 
to GWUSA now, according to 
Sussman. 

Sussman said he believes riders 
will benefit from the system 
through a large saving of gas and 
time commuting. 

According to Jonathan Fraade, 
GWUSA vice-president for 
financial affairs, the im- 
plementation of the carpool 
system is at the best possible time 
because the Univcrsity^will be 
short about 330 parking spaces in 
the Fall.

T he computer program for the 
system was purchased from Disc, 
Inc. for $200, Sussman said. 

GWUSA will receive 10 percent 
of any royalties if the computer 
program for the system is sold or 
leased to any other University, 
Sussman added. 

“What makes this program 
different (from others around the 
nation) is that it takes into ac- 
count both the times and the days 
the individual will be com- 
muting,” Sussman commented. 

GWUSA is accepting bids for 
the approximately 10,000 
questionnaires to be printed up 
for the applications, Sussman 
said. GW Printing and Oraphics 
is among the bidders, he added.

The GW Student Association 
(GWUSA), in conjunction with 
the GW Center for Academic and 
Administrative Computing, has 
completed plans for the first 
student-run computerized car- 
pooling system in the nation, 
according to Jonathan Katz, 
GWUSA executive vice president 
and president-elect. 

The time-based system will be 
put in operation at the beginning 
of the fall semester, Katz said. 

During fall registration, 
students and faculty will be given 
an application for the system, 
according to Jerry Sussman, 
GWUSA computer consultant. 

The application will ask for the 
hours and days possible riders 
will be commuting and whether 
they drive to the University. 
Sussman said. In addition, the 
application asks whether an 
applicant smokes, Sussman 
added. 

Two weeks after registration, 
computer printouts will be mailed 
to each applicant stating possible 
ride partners, Sussman said. 
Participants will assume the 
responsibility of contacting their 
ride partners, he added. 

. Katz said he anticipates an 
initial ridership of 2,000 people. 
He added he hopes the Ad 
ministration will provide an 
incentive for carpooling through 
the use of reduced parking rates 
or a guaranteed space in GW

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Course limit forum set for April 6 


He added. “A mesh of 
technical schools with the liberal 
arts college” are necessary at 
GW. Columbian College has been 
“slow to realize this necessity,” 
he said. 

Columbian College officials are 
resisting the the lifting of the 
course limit because they feel they 
would lose students if the limit is 
removed, Katz said. 


According to Katz, the purpose 
of the forum is to "expose the 
FPC (Educational Policy 
Committee) to students’ interests 
and viewpoints” concerning the 
limit. 

Katz, the sole student member 
of the committee, said he hopes 
the forum will “show the EPC 
that student feeling (toward 
removing the limit) is universal.” 

GW has been losing liberal arts 
majors steadily over the last few 
years, according to Katz. Katz 
said he believes this is the result of 
the University’s refusal to permit 
students to take -more courses 
outside the Columbian College. 

Kat/ called the forum "an 
attempt to swing the opinion of 
the EPC and to show student 
interest and support, not for Ihe 
death of Columbian College, but 
for the continued life of the 
school.*'

From the incipiency of his life, 
Billy was always the brunt of 
violent peer latency, especially 
when he moved into the territorial 
realm of one Mr. Sluggo. Various 
lighting effects are used to help 
depict Billy’s mutilation by 
Sluggo, but finally, in effect, the 
sum total was indistinguishable. 

Shaw N. Chastity, who por- 
trays the puberty-latent Billy at 
17, could use a puking scene for 
dramatic climax, for his portion 
of the play is notably lacking in 
vulnerability considering the 
adolescent whims of adolescence. 

The flow of Bill’s early years, 
though, h- syncopatedly non- 
existent and is a less than sober 
attempt at purporting the already 


deep psychological remorse of 
Bill, but his plethora of illusion* 
leave the viewer stilted and out of 
joint. 

On a higher level, though, it is 
superb in its alternating pathos- 
comic approach to delineated 
humility. One should not fail to 
miss this show, which will con- 
tinue at the Worn-out through 
antiquity.

Nighthawks’ magic dazzles a capacity audience 


Guitarist Jim Thackery and 
harpist Mark Wenner were the 
stars of the evening. Backed by 
the solid rhythm section of 
drummer Pete Ragusa and bassist 
Steve Wolf, they skillfully in- 
terwove their music to produce a 
quilt of sound that makes the 


Nighthawks one of D.C.’s 
premiere blues bands. 

The evening’s activities, 
sponsored by the Program Board, 
were billed as a costume dance. 
Few students, however, appeared 
dressed as their “favorite foreign 
oppressor,” apparently content to 
dress in blue jeans. The 
Ayatollah, though, did make an 
appearance later in the evening. 

The first floor cafeteria has a 
capacity of 631 and students 
quickly filled the cafeteria 
causing a line of 30 to 40 people in 
front of the door throughout the 
evening.

The audience jumped to their 
feet as the Nighthawks launched 
into the song “Upside Your 
Head.”

GW students and friends jammed the Marvin Center first floor 
cafeteria Saturday to party with the Nighthawks. An estimated crowd of 


lines, or actual words from a poem, frequently float 
freely, but purposefully around the canvas in some 
of his later compositions. The images create con- 
stant allusions. Although the ultimate meaning of 
these strange forms may elude the casual observer, 
they often appear to convey the artist’s own personal 
statement, such as in Self-Portrait //(1 938). 

Miro’s images certainly create an impact, or at 
least an clement of surprise. The Birth of the World 
(1925) is striking in depiction and scale ? and 
prophetically modern for its time. 

Miro’s move to Paris in 1919 from his native 
Barcelona in Spain further inspired notable works 
such as The Farm, Circus Horse, The Tilled Field. 
Still Life with Old Shoe and Dog Barking at the 
Moon , all of which are included in this exhibition. 

Joan Miro, at 86. still paints today. Perhaps it is 
an illustration of his instinctive percept ivencss 
towards new forms and ideas that has extended his 
experimental creativity in several other aft mediums. 
Among his many projects has been the colorful 
tapestry hanging in the National Gallery’s East 
Building since 1978. 

His paintings, located in the Special Exhibition 
Gallery at the Lower Level of the Hirshhorn 
Museum, is the first comprehensive showing of his 
work in Washington D.C.; it will continue through 
June 8.

Miro.Selected Paintings, an exhibition at the 
Smithsonian’s Hirshhorn Museum, is a clear 
reflection of the artist’s creative development 

The paintings span 60 years of Miro’s career (1914 
to 1974) and show the artist’s varied response to a 
wide range of influences. Beginning with a small, 
brightly colored piece entitled Landscape. Montriog 
(1914), the artist acknowledges the influence of 
Vincent Van Gogh’s later landscapes. Montriog’s 
structural composition and its bold brushlike style 
distinctly owe their inception to Van Gogh. 

In addition to Matisse, Cezanne, the Fauves, and 
early medieval Catalan frescoes, Miro was certainly 
impressed by the Cubists and he used their style 
often. This is particularly apparent in his Still Life 
with Coffee Mill. The objects in the picture, which 
include a pipfc and a card which rests amidst the 
folds of a tablecloth, appear to be almost suspended 
in space. 

The display of Miro’s work continues into later 
periods of surrealistic images and vivid abstractions, 
but throughout, the artist seems to demonstrate a 
continual search for that which, he has said in his 
own words, “is pure and poetic, sincere and free." 

It has been said there is something poetic about 
Miro’s work. Distant balloon-like images, fine black

The Parking Committee’s five-to-four decision to recommend a 
large increase in parking rates, 16.6 percent for students and 
faculty and 15 percent for visitors beginning next year, is 
outrageous. 

This new proposal is a false representation of student interests, 
as several GW administrators were seemingly able to change the 
policy through their attendance at the last meeting. 

Student input into the Parking Committee was called a "sham” 
by GW Student Association President Pete Aloe, and the results 
of the meeting seemed to prove his assumption correct. The 
proposed rate structure discriminates against students, par- 
ticularly commuters, who do not receive price breaks in monthly 
parking rates to compensate for the increase. 

The University is already funneling a 3.33 percent profit from 
parking into its general fund, for a total of $177,217. With the 
proposed increase, GW will receive a 6.7 “rate of return on in- 
vestment” and profits should double. This is completely un- 
necessary. 

The earlier proposal, advocating a break-even policy, would see 
that parking revenue would cover only the cost of operating 
parking facilities at GW. Any profit made could be put back into 
the parking system. We feel this is a better way to deal with the 
issue. 

We hope President Elliott and the Board of Trustees recognize 
the obvious discrimination against students in the newly proposed 
parking increases and see the break-even policy as the better 
alternative.

I would like to respond to the 
article and editorial in the March 
24th issue of the Hatchet 
regarding GW's seal and logo 
symbols. A simple call to my 
office would have made this 
entire issue, no issue. 

First, let's make it clear thai the 
seal and the logo are two different 
symbols. The seal is the official 
seal of the University. It has been, 
is, and will continue to be used on 
diplomas, legal documents, 
brochures and other pieces that 
are prepared to further an official 
University objective. 

The shield logo which you call 
"new" has been in use since it 
was developed for the Univer- 
sity’s sesquicentennial celebration 
in 1971. It has been used for nine 
years on offical stationery for 
administrative and academic 
years. 

In the interests of economy and 
to preserve a unified image of our 
institution, we do not advocate 
allowing each office to follow its 
own instincts in designing special 
stationery. Standards have been 
set to insure dignified but 
pleasant appearing correspon- 
dence. 

The logo has not replaced the 
seal. With the exception of 
stationery, the Office of Graphics 
and Printing will print either 
symbol on publications and other 
material as long as the requestor 
represents an official clement of 
the institution, and the printed 
matter concerns official business 
of the University.

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Does Tallent's coaching inhibit player talent? 


The question is whether Bob 
Tallent can afford to lose players 
in a program that scraps for every 
recruit to begin with. 

Judging by Tallent’s ability to 
take that weak administrative 
outlet pass, dribble the length of 
the floor and complete a good 
percentage of his shots in the last 
six years, one would have to say 
that he has been successful with 
his style. But then again, the 
battered and bewildered players 
who were knocked over along the 
way might have a different 
viewpoint.

completes the outlet pass. 

At the opposite end of the court 
stands the coach, taking the 
administrative outlet pass, no 
matter how wobbly it may be, his 
job is to complete the connection 
by developing the final product 
on the court. Here the spotlight 
focuses primarily on Coach Bob 
Tallent. 

As head coach and surrogate 
father for the young men sub- 
mitting to his tutelage at GW. 
Tallent’s responsibilities are 
enormous. 

Thus far Bob Tallent has 
survived six years at GW. Those 
who have been associated with 
Tallent the longest refer to his 
coaching performance as 
"credible.” 

Former player L.es Anderson 
says, "Bob Tallent knows as 
much about basketball as any 
coach GW has ever had.” A six 
year, 79-54 record, together with 
ECAC Coach of the Year honors 
in 1976, indicates that Tallent has 
indeed done a "credible” job. 

But there is more to coaching 
than knowing the game. The 
college coach’s ability to relate to 
his young players off the court 
while developing them on the 
court often spells the difference 
between winning and losing. In 
this area, Tallent’s personality 
may be a factor in the recent 
cracks some have detected in the 
Colonial basketball structure. 

A prominent alumnus admits, 
"There has been a problem with 
developing talent to its fullest.” A 
former placer concurs, “Tallent 
doesn’t work with a player to 
smooth pi|t his game." 

Still, another former player, 
upon leaving the program, struck 
the root of what some sec as 
Tallent’s deficiency when he said, 
"There is a lack of com- 
munication - it’s hard to even 
know what he is unhappy with 
because he never tells you what 
he’s looking for.” 

Anderson, whose opinions are 
golden in that he "enjoyed” his 
four years here and “really 


respects Bob Tallent as a coach," 
sees Tallent’s personality as a 
problem for some players. An- 
derson said, "Tallent basically is 
not a real social person outside of 
basketball. He’s tough and 
demands toughness from his 
players. He just won’t kiss any 
tail. But that shouldn’t be an 
excuse for anybody.” 

Anderson and Tallent seem to 
be overlooking the differences 
among , people, (hough. Every 
ballplayer, and especially younger 
players, needs to be handled with 
a personal touch - something that 
Tallent says he "does to an ex- 
tent.” 

One player cites the example of 
“Tallent’s penchant for 
criticizing a player in front of 
everyone, which works for some 
players but not for everybody.” 

Still, there are additional in- 
tricacies Tallent seems to evade. 
Various players, past and present, 
have alluded to his) '“lack of 
communication.” One Colonial 
commented, "He (Tallent) 


doesn’t talk to the players much 
to try to get close to them." 

Another player said. "He’s 
never in the locker room just to 
talk except during games. ’’ 

Even during games, though, 
Tallent’s hard line attitude 
detracts from some players. An 
opinion which was offered 
consistently highlights that, 
"Tallent has been using the same 
offense here for six years and 
doesn’t concede the structure to 
accommodate anyone’s in- 
dividual talents.” The result is 
what one ex-player called an 
“intimidatng’’ player-coach 
relationship. 

The inconsistent flashes 6f 
brilliance exhibited by players 
such as Anderson, Tom Glenn, 
Curtis Jeffries and Jimmy Stepp, 
together with the talents of Glenn 
Dixon, Darryl Charles, Dave, 
Thornton and Tyrone Howz.e, 
echo this inability to feel com- 
fortable with the coach’s 
structured offense. 


Putting these comments into 
perspective, you must remember 
that it is too easy to blame a coach 
for anything that goes wrong with 
a program. 

Admittedly, Tallent is an 
uncompromising coach who does 
not reach some players. But 
Bobby Knight. Indiana 
University’s coach, is one of 
college ball’s finest, even though 
the number of players who have 
prematurely left his demanding 
program in the last four years 
could fill up the Colonial roster.
